For this reason the 
family of the Medici adopted the three 
balls, gilded, us the heraldic device on 
their coat-of arms, ami the ap|>earanoe 
ot this Insignia so«mi came to I>e rec­ 
ognize! as a symbol for money-lend­ 
ing. 
Incidentally, the name of the Medici 
family has been further perpetuated 
through the word “medicine” a trib­ 
ute to the skill of the members of 
this house in the art of healing.

Rabbit Leather.
